CONCERNING WHISKEY TRAFFIC

In the State of Kansas the con- 
stitution provide*: "The man u 
facture and saie of intoxicating 
liquors shall he forever prohibited 
in the State, except for medicinal. 
Bcientilioand mechanical purposes." 
The States further provide: 
"All places where intoxicating liq- 
uors are manufactured, bartered or 
given away in violation of any ol 
the provisions of this act or where 
intoxicating liquors are kept for 
sale, barter or delivery in violation 
of this act are hereby declared to be 
uuiuuiou nuisances ana upon the 
judgment of any court havingjnris 
diction, finding ouch place to he a 
nuisance, under this section, the 
sheriff, his deputy or under deputy 
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by taking 
liestroying all intoxicating liquors 
found therein, together with all 
signs, screens, oars, bottles, glass 
es, and other property used in keep- 
ing and maintaining such nuisance 
and the owner or keeper thereof 
shall, upon conviction.be adjudged 
guilty of maintaining a common 
nuisance and shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $100 noi 
more than $500. and by imprison 
ment in the county jail not less 
than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days. The attorney gener- 
al, county attorney, or any citizen 
of the county where such nuisance 
exists, or is kept, or is maintained, 
may maintain an action in the 
iiame of the State to abate and per- 
petually enjoin the same. The in- 
lunction shall be granted at the 
commencement of the action and no 
bond shall be required. Any per- 
son violating the terms of anj in 
junction granted in such proceed 
ings shall be punished as for con 
tempt by a fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $500. or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not 
less than thirty days nor more than 
six months or both such tine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court."

Editor Public Spirit ;— Since 
hajre bVen in Clearfield (about a 
tno'ith) the good people here have 
asked rae many questions about 
Kentucky Many of them Been, to 
have an idea that a Kentuckian 
must Off necessity be nn out law 
This idea is erroneous and has its 
origin in tbe sensutional re potts 
aent out by a lot or penny a linen 
who connect every "killing," 
matter what the circumstances 
with a ''Kentucky feud." 

There are Kentucky feuds such 
•s the "French Evereole," the "Hat- 
fleld-McCoy," the ' Raker-White,'' 
etc, but, happily, they were all con- 
fined to one small section of the 
State— tbe south-eastern part— in 
the eleventh t ongreseional district, 
which gave Yerkes and Taylor, Re 
(ju'uiican candidates for Governor, 
about. 18 000 majority. The pe-oj 
pie of the mountains, generally, as 
well as those of the blue grass and 
bear grass regions, arc honest, cou- 
rageous, hospitable, courteous and 
civil, albeit any Kentuckian who 
lays claim to being a gentleman 
will resent an insult. His nature 
it to treat people with respect aud 
requires the same treatments lor 
himself.

I have 
charge of the churches at Eufaula 
and Cbecotab, the seat or the great 
uprising. If I never die till I 
am scalped by the Indians, I ex- 
pect I will live a long time. The 
Indian, as a rule, is a peaceable, 
quiet citizen, unless he ie crazed 
by rum. Over ninety per cent, or 
meanness done here is by the 
white man. There are many more 
whites than red men. A great 
many or these whites love adven- 
ture and would be glad to kill the 
poor Indian, the one whom he has 
robbed or his land. Let us notice 
a few things in detail about, the 
uprisiug. 

— A ireaty was made with the 
Indians years ago that this land

as they were distributed around the 
circle, each of Jhe devotees plai 
thereon his offering according to hii 
devotion. I observed that the offer- 
ings ware very much larger than those 
which are made in their public tem- 
ples. 

"After the ceremony of which I 
have spoken, ihe pricBt raised 
trembling hand to the rest of the 
book and appeared several timet 
aeized with fear and incapable of ac- 
tion. All the others, awaiting whel 
he was about to do, remained motion- 
less and expectant. As each leaf wai 
inspected the spectators appeared va 
riously agitated according to the dif- 
ferent emotions which influenced 
them. One, with joined hands, raised 
his eyes to Heaven, another ground 
his teeth, a third bit hie fingera and 
beat his feet on the floor, and at last 
all of them adopted such attitude! 
and were seized with such singular 
contortions that they scarcely ap- 
peared to be human beings.
